d'he  District  consists  of  the  neat  town  of  Loftus,  the  industrial  communities  of 
Skinningrt)vc  and  of  part  ot  Carlin  How  and  the  hamlets  ot  Liverton,  Scaling,  Easington, 
Street  Houses  and  Cowbar.  Gentle  wooded  ravines,  the  grifis  ol  the  Danish  settlers, 
intersect  rolling  uplands  studded  with  farms  that  reach  northwards  to  the  height  of  699  feet 
at  Boulby,  or  Rockclitt',  the  highest  headland  in  England  and  Wales;  southwards  the  fields 
merge  with  the  moors  at  a  height  of  nigh  on  1 ,000  feet,  d'hc  principal  industries  today 
are  the  great  Skinningrox'c  Iron  and  Steel  W'orks,  and  ..Agriculture.  The  Alum  workings 
on  Rockclilf,  to  which  once  Loftus  owed  its  prosperity,  ceased  to  be  operated  in  1868;  and 
now  of  the  ironstone  mines  only  one  is  worked ;  while  inshore  fishing  has  practically 
ceased  as  a  means  of  livelihood.

The  dcailis  arc  classitied  under  the  thirty-six  headings  based  on  tlic  Abbreviated  List 
of  International  Statistical  Cdassiheation  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and  Clauses  of  Death,  1948. 
109  deaths  ot  residents  gave  a  death-rate  of  14.2  per  thousand  of  population:  compared  to 
1  1.5  per  thousand  for  England  and  W'ales.  'Fable  2  shows  clearly  what  killed  people  in 
Loftus  in  1957.

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  142  giving  a 
birth-rate  of  18.5  per  thousand  of  the  population,  compared  to  16.1  for  England  and  Wales. 
I'hree  infants  under  the  age  of  one  \  ear  died,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  2 1 . 1  per 
thousand  live  births  compared  with  one  of  23  for  England  and  ^X'ales.  Two  of  the  infants 
who  died  were  under  four  weeks  of  age. 


SECTION  II 
Infectious  Diseases 

Table  4  shows  the  incidence  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  as  notified  except 
tuberculosis.  'Fable  5  gives  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.

Immunization  was  available  to  children  at  the  hands  of  the  family  doctor,  or  at  the 
school  clinic  of  the  Education  Authority  at  Carlin  How,  and  at  the  infant  welfare  centres 
of  the  Local  Health  Authority  at  Carlin  How,  Skinningrove  and  Loftus.  Reinforcing 
doses  were  given  at  the  schools  by  myself  to  children  who  had  been  immunized  earlier  in 
life. 

Regarding  protection  against  smallpox,  two  received  primary  vaccinations  and  none 
were  revaccinated. 

Regarding  immunization  against  poliomyelitis  there  was  sufficient  vaccine  available 
for  some  340  children  who  received  the  two  injections  which  at  present  is  considered  to  be 
the  complete  course.

'Phe  CaMiimittee  meets  once  a  month  at  Ciuisbiirough.  It  is  composed  of  members  of 
the  Cminty  (anincil,  of  the  three  District  Councils  of  ( luisbonnigh,  Skelton  and  Hrotton, 
and  Loftiis.  and  of  certain  co-opted  members.  Among  the  .services  administered  arc  the

I  would  like  to  record  the  work  done  by  this  Bt)d\  for  the  welfare  of  persons  suft'ering 
from  tuberculosis  and  other  illnesses.  Wdtereas  in  connection  with  the  w'elfare  of  the 
tuberculous  the  Committee  has  certain  funds  allocated  to  it,  for  the  welfare  of  other 
suft'erers  it  depends  entirely  on  v'oluntary  contributions.  Enquiries  and  requests  for  assis¬ 
tance  may  be  made  to  the  Honorary  Secretary,  District  Health  OlRce,  Park  Lane,  Guis¬ 
borough  (Telephone:  Guisborough  321).

Forty-six  visits  of  inspection  of  registered  food  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 
Sausage  making  is  the  main  work  carried  on  in  regard  to  meat  products;  the  manufacture 
of  brawns  appears  to  be  decreasing  steadily  in  this  area.  In  the  case  of  ice-cream,  all  the 
premises  I'egistered  are  concerned  in  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream  only. 

No  clean  food  guild  is  at  present  in  operation  in  this  district.  I  reported  on  this 
matter  to  the  Committee  in  1 950. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1956 

Improvements  are  continuing  gradually  to  be  made  in  the  various  premises ;  advice  is 
given  whenever  necessary. 


Ice-Cream 

No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  district.

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  to  me  during  the  year. 


Byelaws 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  I  5  of  the  IuhkI  and  Drugs  Act,  1 938,  for  securing  the 
observance  of  Sanitary  and  Cdcanly  Practices  and  Cionditions  in  connection  with  the 
Handling,  XX’rapping  and  Delivery  of  F'ood  and  Sale  of  P'ood  in  the  open  air. 


Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  above  during  the  year. 


Meat  Inspection 

There  are  four  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  by  the  Council  of  which  three  are 
used  for  regular  slaughtering  by  local  butchers.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-six  visits  were 
made  to  slaughterhouses  for  meat  inspections  and799  lbs.  of  meat  and  ofl'al  were  condemned 
as  being  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  consumption.  All  the  meat  was  surrendered 
voluntarily.  All  condemned  meat  is  stained  and  disposed  of  cither  by  incineration  under 
supervision  or  dispatch  to  approved  sources  or,  in  the  case  of  bony  masses  by  burial  at  the 
Council’s  tip. 

The  figures  given  in  Table  7  shenv  the  amount  of  time  and  care  given  by  x\lr.  \\'.  C. 
Ransom  to  this  impiwtant  matter. 

This  is  the  first  year  during  which  the  scheme  for  relief  work  in  respect  c^f  meat 
inspection  during  holidays  or  illness  has  operated  between  the  Public  Health  Inspcctois 
of  Skelton  and  Brotton,  Saltburn  and  Alarske,  and  Loftus  Urban  District  and  I  am  gird 
to  report  that  this  scheme  has  worked  well.

There  are  5.S  privies  with  lixed  receptacles  and  232  pail  closets  in  the  district.  In 
addition  there  are  3,01 4  water  closets.  Nine  pail  closets  and  two  privies  were  reconstructed 
as  W'.C'.'s.  'Twentv-four  water  closets  were  constructed  for  new  houses. 

Scavenging 

Public  scavenging  is  in  operation  throughottt  the  district  on  a  weekly  basis  with  the 
exception  of  isolated  dwellings.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  tipping.  A  con¬ 
siderable  improvement  iti  tipping  methods  has  been  made,  and  as  much  of  the  practice  of 
ci'iitrolled  tipping  as  is  practicable  has  been  achieved.  'The  present  site  is  nearly  full  and 
a  new  site  will  verv  soon  be  necessarv.

'Twenty-two  visits  were  paid  under  the  above  section.  Unsatisfactory  conditions 
were  found  in  two  instances  and  remedied. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

There  arc  two  sites:  thc\  were  inspected  on  four  occasions. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

'There  is  no  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district,  the  sewage  being  discharged  into  the 
sea.  Sewerage  scheme  at  C'.owbar  completed.  With  the  growih  of  out-lying  communities 
such  as  Easington  and  Liverton  the  disposal  of  sewage  will,  I  am  convinced,  present 
dilhcultics.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  water  courses  that  drain  these  localities  are 
small  and  in  rainless  periods  insignificant  or  as  in  1949  at  Easington  dry,  except  for  sewage. 
With  anv  sewage  works  whether  the  largest  under  hourly  supervision  or  one  from  a  single 
dwelling,  which  after  installation  is  usually  forgotten,  there  should  be  at  least  a  1  in  8 
dilution  of  the  effluent  with  stream  water. 

Water  testing  of  new  drainage  work  is  carried  out. 

Air  Pollution 

One  visit  was  paid  to  Skinningrovc  XX'orks  by  myself  together  with  Air.  C.  Bride, 
Inspector  of  Alkalies,  Works,  etc.  'Three  objections  regarding  the  emission  of  pollution 
into  the  air  were  made  on  separate  occasions.
